came as a powerful rebuke. 

The President’s declaration that if the 
multilateral antiwar treaty had been in 
effect in 1914, the World War almost 
certainly would have been prevented, 
coupled with his explanation that the 
treaty in no way impairs either the right 
or the obligation of the United States or 
any other country to take proper steps 
for national defense, make a powerful 
ergument for ratification of the treaty 
and furnish a complete answer to the 
assertions of those who are out to toma- 
hawk the pact. 

There can be, as the President said, no 


truthful assertion that we have no in-. 


terest in what other nations do or that 
other nations are not affected by what 
we | 

“This agreement,” he déclared, pro- 
poses a revolutionary policy among na- 
tions. It holds a greater hope for peace- 
ful relations than was ever before given 
the world. If those who are involved in

To have such a right is 
valuable to the United States, for the 
interests of the people of this nation are 
now so varied and extensive that there 
can be no war anywhere which does not 
concern us. The other signatories of the 
treaty not only bind themselves not to 
war upon us, but also bind themselves 
to us not to make war upon each other. 
Since the same advantages are gained 
by each signatory nation, the arrange- 
ment is advantageous to each and has 
no drawbacks for any. . 

Each nation retains the utmost free- 
dom of action except in one respect; it 


surrenders no privilege but the one of 


Waging war; and that isa _ privilege 
which the United States at least has no 
desire to make use of. : 

The pact is the negative of the “bal- 
ance of power” plan, which was set up 
largely by England for her own self- 
protection against an overwhelming 
combination being formed adverse to 
her. This scheme led to war after war, 
and finally to the greatest struggle of 
all, that of 1914-1918. Efforts to restore 
the “balance of power” during the past 
ten years have been largely ineffective, 
and there seems reason to believe that 
with the adoption of the Coolidge-Kel- 
logg plan the “balance of power” idea 
will sink gradually out of sight, never 
to be resurrected. | 

The multilateral antiwar treaty does 
far more, it is apparent, than merely ex- 
press a “pious wish.” 

It does not supplant the League of 
Nations, which still will remain an ef- 
fective agency within its sphere, and 
will retain its usefulness for moderating 
and perhaps settling the age-old quar- 
rels of Europe. So far as th League's 
efforts are in the direction of peace, it 
will supplement and aid them; should 
some unforeseen combination lead the 
League in the direction of war, how-

Statistician Explains Figure 
for Seven Months 


Below Average 


Of the seventy persons murdered 
or killed while committing crimes 
in Los Angeles county during the 
first seven months of 1928, only 
thirty fell within the jurisdiction of 


the Los Angeles city police, accord- 
ing ‘to a statement issued yesterday 
by Alida C. Bowler, director of pub- 
lic records of the police department. 
The statement was issued, it was 
said, in an effort to correct widely 
circulated assertions that there had 
been forty-two murders in the city 
during the period named and that 
Los Angeles leads all other cities of 
the country in number of murders 
per 100,000 of population. 

“We feel it is almost incredible,” 
the statement, issued with the ap- 
proval of Chief of Police Davis, says, 
“that any Los Angeles group should 
seek to do to the city that shelters 


tions of public records might do if 
read and believed widely.” 


RECORDS CORRESPOND
